FOUND DEAD. 


The body of Thomas Evans, a farm- 
er living on the Stony Plain trail, 
about six miles from town, was found 
lying near his house on Friday after- 
noon. ‘The remains were discovered 
by two children of H. A. Simonson 
while hunting for cattle. There were 
no marks of any kind upon the body, 
and death had seemingly resulted from 
exposure, Evans was last seen by a 
neighbor on ‘Tuesday evening. He was 
then on his way home, driving his yoke 
cf oxen, having brought in and sold 
a load of hay hat day. On word being 
brought to town oi the finding of the 
body, Corgner Braithwaite and Sergt. 
Asten, N. W. M. P., drove out to ex- 
amine the remains. It appeared as 
though Evans bad not unhitched his 


oxen , but _ tied them to ia 
fence and bad then fallen or 
lain down. The oxen had after- 


wards. in search of food, hauled the 
wagon into a deep gully nearby upset- 
ting the wagon and rack. By the side 
of the body when found was a bottle 
almost full of pure alcohol. After ex- 
amining the remains the coroner con- 
sidered that an inquest was unnecess- 
ary. ‘The bottle of alcohol was unopen 
and was intended for use in doctering 
a sick horse. 

The deceased man came here about 
two years ago from Michigan, and pur- 
chased a C, P. R. quarter section. He 
was about torty years of age, unmar- 
ried, and an honest, hardworking man. 
He formerly resided near Mount Plea- 
sant, Mich., where it is stated he has 
considerable property. The funeral 
took place this morning.

Says that the British had eleven killed 


and thirty wounded, in a recent engag--

Esteourt news up to the 20th says 
that the Boers are foraging on the 
farms in that vicinity aud seem to be 
receiving re-inforcements, but do not 
wish to come te an engagement. The 
Boers attacked Estcourt on Saturday 
but were easily driven off. General 
Ciery will commnad the British ad- 
vance from Estco:rt. 


The Boer invasion of Cape Colony 
from Bethulie, Aliwal North and 
Colesburg is proceeding slowly. They 
are not being joined by the local Dutch 
to any large extent. 


The British column for the relief of 
Kimberley is being massed north of 
Grange river on the Buluwayo railway. 


The Boers recently -attacked Kura- 
man, defended by 200 police, and were 
repulsed with heavy loss. They have 
Occupied the town of Campbell in 
Griqualand, west. 


_ A British column is being formed 
at Queenstown, Cape Colony, on the 
railway-irom East London to Bloem- 
fontein, to check tbe Boer invasion of 
the colony in that direction. General 
Getacre, in command, General Oliver 
commands the Boer invading force. 
Despatches from Gen. White in 
Ladysmith received at Estcourt report 
all well there on the 16th. Appar- 
ently the attack on Ladysmith has 
been weakened to meet the British 
advance from Estcourt, Gen. Jou- 
bert is still in command of the Boers 
at Ladysmith and Gen. Kotha at Est- 
court. Gen. Cronje is at MKimberley. 
Gen, Meyer is at Pretoria and General 
Oliver in northern Cape Colony.

BATTLE AT LADYSMITH. 


The Times of Natal publishes the 
foliowing, dated Wednesday, Novem- 
ber 15, from Ladysmith; “The enemy 
made a determined attack on Thurs- 
Gay last, Nov. 9th. Apparently all the 
Boer forces participated. Their ar- 
tillery opened fire at 4 a. m., pouring 
their shells thick and’ fast upon the 
British positions, although with no 
great effect. They adopted the un- 
usual tactics of advancing under the 
cover of their guns to various positions 
on ridges and kopjes adjacent to those 
occupiel by the British troops on the 
left of our camp. 


“Continuing their advance the Boers 
crept up, using every available bit of 
cover. Our infantry opened with a 
steady, warm and accurate fire, which 
had the effect of beating back the 
enemy, notwithstanding a display of 
tenacity of their purpose equal to their 
desperate stands on previcus occas- 
ions. The Boer attack was most elab- 
crate on all sides of the town. The 
main. attack, however, was made 
between the Orange Free State and 
Newcastle railway lines by a column 
composed chiefly of the Johannesburg 
volunteers. A brigade of the King’s 
Rayal Rifle corps made 2 splendid de- 
fense. The Boers were repulsed, but 
soon raJlied and returned to the at- 
tack, Again the British fire, which 
was very hot, forced them to retire. 

“They made a deep trench in front 
of the British lines, and while with- 
drawing for their horses, left this 
point unguarded, whereupon the 
King’s Royal Rifles, advancing double 
quick, occupied the trench. 

“This smart movement was not seen 
by the enemy, who soon returned with 
their horses. Carefully reserving their 
fire, the King’s Rifles allowed the 
Boers to advance almost to the edge 
of the trench, and then poured volley 
after volicy into ‘the astounded Boers, 
who turned and fled from the awful 
hail of bullets, bolting across the open 
where the artillery of the British 
poured a terrible and effective fire.

DISTRIBUTION OF FORCES. 


With all the arrivals which have 
heen reported, over 18,000 troops have 
reached South Africa apd of these 
nearly 8,060 have been sent to Dur- 
ban and about 9,000 have remained at 
Cape Town. ‘This distribution of 
forces serves toindicate that the situ- 
ation at Ladysmith cannot be regard- 
ed by Buller as critical, for otherwise 
he would not -have detained so large 
a force at Cape Town. The deduction 
Which most thoughful military ex- 
perts make from the details of the 
disembarkation of the army corps is 
that Buller is recasting the criginal 
scheme of organization for the sake 
of securing an_ efficient column for 
the relief of Ladysmith without dis- 
arranging completely the general plan 
of campaign, and that by the end of 
the week the column in lower Natal 
will be deficient in cavalry alone.

He testifies to the splendid defense 
of the Royal Irish Fusiliers and the 
Gloucester regiment against the over- 
whelming force of the Boers, who held 
positions on three sides of the British 
troops. Retirement on the fourth 
side was impossible, as the way was 
too precipitous, and surrender was the 
oniy alternative to annihilation, as the 
Boers were on the point of opening a 
shell fire upon them.

SWIFT CURRENT. 


Jos. Hostyn and Wellington Lee ar- 
rived from Golden by way of Tete 
Jaune Cache and Jasper House on Fri- 
day last. They brought in the horses 
belonging to the Swift Current creek 
prospecting party, with which Mr. 
Hostyn was connected, and to Mrs. 
McCauley, wife of the man murdered 
near ‘ete Jaune Cache last summer 
bry a prospector n-smed@ Hughes. 
Hughes was tried for the murder at 
Golden, B. C., and acquitted on the 
lea of self-defence. Nothing is now 
ee done at Swift Current creek in 
the way of placer prospecting, but 
good quartz prospects are reported in 
the vicinity. The party were 46 days 
in coming through from Golden.

FROM PEACE RIVER. 


James Anderson and Geo. Lee ar- 
rived on Saturday from the mouth of 
Finlay river by way oi Lesser Slave 
lake and the trail over the Swain 
Hills. They went ecut last winter in 
the employ of the Bradford Mining 
Co. and returned gwith Mr. Robb in 
August iast. They were so well 
pleased with what they had seen in 
the vicinity of the company’s loca- 
tions that they decided to return. Hav- 
ing heard of the Ashcroft route they 
decided to go in that way with a view 
of deciding which was the most favor- 
able way of reaching ihe quartz loca- 
tions at the mouth of Finlay river 

They took train from Edmonton on 
Aug. 25th to Ashcroft; stage to Soda 
Creek, steamer to Quesnelle, canoe up 
the Fraser to Giscombe portage, pack- 
ed supp’ies and canoe across the port- 

age eight miles; descended Crooked 
river, very shallow in many places 
not having enough water to float the 
canoe to McLeod lake; down Pack river 
to the Parsnip and io the Finlay. 
They were just twe months less one 
day from leaving Finiay rapids for 
Edmonion with the Robb party, and 
Teching the same point again by way 
of Ashcroft. They condemn the Ash- 
croft route, however, as altovether in- 
ferior io that from Edmonton. (They 
were asked $175 by packers at Ques- 
nelle to pack 400 pounds to McLeod 
lake. The up stream Havigation from 
Quesnelle to Giscombe portage is very 
difficult. ‘There are two canons, the 
Cottonwood and Black, which have to 
be portaged around hy loaded boats, 
and ten miles of very rough navigation. 
The Crooked river is altogether two 
small for successful navigation. 

Messrs. Anderson and Lee have stak- 
ed claims and are so well pleased wth 
the prospects that they intend to re- 
turn front Edmonton shortly. 

They left the mouth of the Finlay 
about October 22nd, and came down 
Peace river to the Crossing in a canoe. 
Ice was' running, but they got through 
safely. At Rocky mountain portage 
they couldynot hire a horse to pack, al- 

though the Indians there had plenty. 

They left Lesser Slave lake on Nov. 
14th, with Geo. Mearon, a freighter, 
who brought a sleigh and a wagon over 
the Swan Hills trail. There was about 
eight inches of snow at Lesser Slave 
lake when they left, and it was some- 
what deeper in the hills. Ice was 
Tunning in the Athabasca and Pembina 
but they crossed by the ferries. There 
was no snow this aide of the Pembina. 
They met W. H. Carson at Swan river 
on his return to Lesser Slave lake. 
Splendid vegetables ware raised at 
Slave lake this season. One turnip 
weighed 36 pounds.

The October sale 
is unimportant, with small offerings. 
With increased offerings in January 
it is doubtful if prices will do as well. 
The further heavy decline in muskrat 
was disappointing, as they had been 
dull so long. Buy muskrat freely, 
but only at low prices. After cold 
weather secure all the foxes and wolf 
possible. Wolf if not badly torn com- 
mand fair prices and can be bought 
Jow. With general - prosperity, the 
outlook is that furs will wanted. 
Stocks are light. Start buying at low 
prices, while the quality is poor or un- 
prime. As we advised in our special 
circular, the trapping of beaver, musk- 
rat and skunk can be commenced this 
month; other kinds should not be 
caught before the end of November. 
Muskrat caught this month class as 
fall, and. Minnesota and Dakota rats 
run 25)to 30 per cent kitts. ‘The pro- 
portion of kitts in winter rats is less. 
Bear and beaver caught this month 
will grade No. 2.” 


GREENWAY AND BAILWAY. 


The weak point of Hon. Mr. Green- 
way'’s platform is his railway policy. 
On this he is wide open to attack of 
which the Winnipeg Teiegram’ takes 
advantage as follows; 

“Mr. Greenway, during the life of 
the dead legislature,made his previous 
failure an excuse for another alleged 
attempt to secure competition; and 
entered into the Southeastern deal. 
The bait held out to the people of the 
province, was a guarantee of a ten cent 
rate. Mr. Greenway gave an 
erormous guarantee of $8,000 a mile 
witb exemptions from taxation for 
30 years, to the Southeastern line. 
He not only aided the line in Manitoba, 
but he imposed enormous obligz.tions 
on the people of this province to build 
a line through a forgign country, for 
the benefit of the people of Minne- 
sota. And for all this, the people of 
Manitoba have secured absolutely no- 
thing. -There is no ten cent rate. 
There is not even the slightest reduc- 
tion. Mr. Greenway has not even re- 
served running rights. Instead of se- 

curing competition, he has thus 
burdened the prcvince simply to bind 
C. P. R. monopoly more firmly on the 
province. The line he has thus ex- 
travagantly aided, is being built by 
Messrs. Mackenzie and Mann, who, his 
orgasi, the Winnipeg Tribune, itself de- 
ciares, are simply the C.P.R. under 
another name.”

Then 
for European correspondence you are 
cut out of the wekly Wednesday’s 
mail and have only one mail a week, 
for having takes away the Thursday’s 
mai! to Calgary, which always 
caught the White Star boats leaving 
New York ou the following Wednes-~ 
day, the authogities have substituted 
a Friday’s mail which arrives in New 
York just 24 hours too late. Then 
again there is to be a down and an up 
mati tram ob Fridays, these Lrains will 
have to pass ore another, if one of 
them fs late the other will have to 
wait on 2 siding for it, thus cauaing 
both to be late. It appears to be 
an exemplification of ‘the old case of 
“Muddle versus muddle.” 

William McDonnell has just mov- 
ed into his new store, it is not yet com- 
pleted, but he has it sufficiently ad- 
vanced to enable him to open up. A 
detailed descyjption of it will be given 
when all is # order, which may be 
expected in the course of a month. 


“The query will arise; ‘Why should 
the churches do amything of the kind? 
Why should it be necessany to call up- 
on the churvhes, to usurp a function of 
the state. ‘We are not in a heathern 
lamd, surely. ‘With all our costly gov- 
ernmenial machinery, it surely should 
not be necessary’ to cal! upon the 
churckes to perform a duty which 
rightly devolves upon the staie. In 
heathe countriea the work of 
the rches is largely of an 
educational nature, but in a civilized 
country, with a_ constitutional form 
of government, it seems very peculiar 
at least to have the churches called 
upon to perferm a service which so 
obviously belongs tp the state.

GREENWAY'S RAILWAY POLICY. 


In his electoral adiress Hon. Thos. 
Greenway thus defines 'the future rail- 
way policy of his government; ’ 

“Our attention has been continuous- 
ly devoted to-the problem of placing 
our settlers in the position of having 
a readily convenient market for their 
products and of securing the lowest 
possible freight rates to the sea board. 
I think I can with propriety state that 
our eforts in both direction haye bees 
inja great measure successful. In re- 
gard to the latter question, that of 
rates, | am strongly convinced that 
still lower rates than now prevails can 
be ultimately secured. Our intention 
is to continue our efforts, determined 
to place our farmers in the best 

possible position in this respect. I 
have long maintained that grain caa 
be profitably transported” to’ Lake 
Superior at a maximum rate of ten 
cents per hundred pounds. If sucha 
rate cannot be obtained over existing 
lines, I wm in’ favor of turning our 
attention elsewhere for relief." 

— 
PROHIBITION IN MANITOBA. 

The following is the paragraph in 
Hon. Mr. Greenway’s electoral address 
referring to prohibition ; 

“Since the last provincial general 
election a judgment hay been render- 
ed by the judicial committee of the 
Privy Council apon the subject of the 
jurisdiction af the Dominion parlia- 
ment and provincial legislature res- 
oo ‘with reference to the pro- 

ibition and restriction of the liquor 
traffic, As that judgment was con- 
sidered ambiguous in some respecis we 
proceeded to procure the opinion of 
em)nent counsel thereon. When the 
question came up for consideration 
during the last session of the legisla- 
ture I stated it was the intention of 
the government at the next session to 
intnoduce legislation prohibiting the 
sale of liquor to the extent of the 
pewers of the province in that regard 
and such statement still stands as 
our declared policy.” 
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GOLD MINE OOMBINE. 

Gooderham and Blackstock, of To- 
ronto, have effected another big com- 
bination which will result in the 
formation of a mining company known 
as the St. Eugene consolidated with 
$3,500,000 capita: im dollar shares, 
The leading properties are the Lake 
Bhore, Moyie and Queen of the Hills, 
all owned wholly or in part by the 
Canadian Gold Fields syndicate, or by 
J.C. Drewry, managing director of the 
Canadian Gold fields, and the - St. 
Eugene, which Gooderham and 
Blackstoek bought last July. Drewry 
owned 9-16 cf the Moyie and Queen 
of the Hilis and Gooderham owmed the 
balance. Gooderham has bought a 
million shares of the Canadian Gold 
Fields stock. The company is capital- 
ized in ten million shares at tencents 
each, about six miilions having now 
been issued. The value of the pro- 
perties consolidated, all of which are 
silvetr and lead, is roughly placed at 
$2,009,000. Drewry went to British 
Colurnbia as businesss agent for the 
Toro:\to Globe three years ago.
